The salutes from the British vessel can 
not be but regarded as signals to make the 
slumbering Chinese kno.v of the prawace 
of the Japanese. It is not customary to 
fite salutes at dead of uisxht.

Meny small canoe 
parties of Indians were eneouuured 
making their way down stn^am iis best 
they could. There has probably been 
loss of life among them. 

Mr. Baruum says tiiat the fire orig- 
inated in a blaze set by a mau who had 
tried to get control of some hay land 
from the government. It was given to 
another man, and out of spiti; he hired 
two nieu to fire it. The flames soon 
spread to the fori'st and have l)een burn- 
ing ever since. 

The people in Thief River Falls and 
vicinity were so indignant over this act 
(hat they threatened to lynch the man 
if he could be found. He has disap- 
peared with the two men he hired to oo 
tha deed.

Washinuto.n. Sept. 15.— The work of 
the eleventh ci'usus is about completed, 
the work on po])ulation and vital statis- 
tics being all that remains to be done.

But 
while the census work proper will thus 
be fluished in a few mouths, it may be 
several years before the work of print 
ing is all done and the completed work 
published. The completiou of the work 
at BO early a period is unusual, and to 
Superintendt nt Wright's skill and ex- 
perience in handling statistics thij is 
Ittgely attributed.
